STJSAI.INU IIUNUKU WHISKY. 


Three years ago Henry Bieinan sold 


u distillery ut Wulhullu, South Caro- 
lina, to W. C. Tatum. In the ware- 
house attached to the distillery there 
were stored eight or ten thousand 
gallons of whisky. The warehouse was 
closed under seal of the revenue of- 
flciulg, the purchaser of the distillery 
intending to hold the whisky for the 
three years allowed by law for paying 
the revenue und stamping the barrels. 
Aa tho time was about to expire the 
Itevenue Collector wrote to Tatum in- 
forming him that he must prepare to 
take the liquor out of bond. While 
this correspondence was in progress 
the suspicion of tho revenue officers 
was excited and they began to investi- 
gate. The warehouse was built on the 
elope of a hill. Persons who knew 
what the building contained drew the 
stuple otf the door, inserted the end 
of a hose in a barrel of whisky, passed 
the hose through a crack in the wall 
and siphoned tho whisky into empty 
barrels at the foot of the hill several 
yards 
from 
the 
warehouse. 
This 


process waa repeated until all the bar- 
rels in the warehouse were emptied of 
whisky, which was replaced with 
water. 


It was not to be expected that the 


people cf South Carolina, who were re- 
quired by law to purrhase their supply 
of whisky at the State Dispensaries, 
would permit barrels of the liquid to 
remain for years in an isolated ware- 
house under Government seal while 
they were thirsting for the elixir. The 
revenue officers, however, are deter- 
mined to prosecute the offenders and 
they have collected evidence suttlcient, 
they believe, to convict them. Several 
arrests have been made and one of 
those engaged in the affair has made a 
full confession. Tho penalty is severe 
and thot,e who indulged in free whisky 
from the bonded warehouse, are liable 
to be deprived at the opportunity ot 
indulging in their regular drinks for a 
number of years.

A »hortage of $60,000, more or less, 


has been discovered at the Carson 
Mint. It is in the Molter and Refiner's 
department, where tho bullion re- 
ceived from the various parts of the 
State is refined 
and assayed. 
H. 


Harris, who is at the head of this de- 
partment, ascertained some time since 
that there was a shortage und reported 
the facts to the Treasury Department 
at Washington. 
Mint experts were 


immediately sent to Carson and have 
bisn investigating the matter for some 
days. What the result is has not been 
disclosed to tho public und it is said 
thai the investigation has not yet been 
concluded. Mr. Harris ie a careful 
business man and, no doubt, when the 
fact* are ascertained he will be (ally 
exonerated. 
Meantime the Mint is 


closed and what those who have been 
detailed by the Treasury Department 
to investigate the shortage have die- 
cuvttnti btt not tNMB u«d» pubiit. 


TUe $60,000 to $80,000 shortage at the 


Miut is the gravest sensation of the 
day, and various theories are advanced 
as to when and how the bullion was 
got away with. Last June, when Super- 
intendent Hofer was superseded by J. 
W' Adams and the management of the 
Miut underwent a political change 
throughout, a thorough inspection and 
clean-up was made under the super- 
vision of Government officials, and in 
August a similar clean-up was made, 
liverythmg was all right then, aud Mr. 
Hol'er holds tho receipt from the of- 
ficials certifying that after inspection 
everything was correct up to the time 
of his retirement.

POULTRY RAISING. 


A RCDU rlrm Goes fnto the BuAinup.i on 


u Large Scnle 


The Neva'!:) i'.mltry Company havt> 


arrauRf'ii tho deluiln aud have taken 
steps to introduce a new industry in j 
thU part of tho country. While all 
farmers and many others in fact, at- 
tempt poultry raising on a small scale, 
this company has prepared to carry it 
on with a view of profit to the owners 
as well as to introduce the industry 
and demonstrate practically that the 
chicken business can ba made a profit- 
able employment in Nevada. 


A tract of land consisting o£ twenty- 


one acres, situtated west of the Vir- 
ginia road and about half a mile south 
of town has been purchased, and under 
;he supervision of Mr. J. F. Dignum, 
.vho is an experienced man in the 
chicken business, buildings have been 
erected aud the necessary coops, runs 
yards, brood houses, feed and incu- 
bator houses have been erected. The 
grounds are beiog cleared and arranged 
especially with a view of cleanliness in 
every particular suitable for the busi- 
ness. Streams of pure water are con- 
ducted through the yards and all mat- 
ers tending to the health of tbe fowls 
.ira carefully considered. Mr. Dignum 
horoughly understands poultry, hav- 
ing studied the nature, habits and 
peculiarities of every breed. 


THE CHICKEN HOUSE 


Is a long narrow building measuring 
356 feet in length by about 16 feet wide, 
having a passage or walk way about 
four feet in width running its entire 
length, The doors of the compart- 
ments or coops open into tbis passage, 
and on the outside of each coop is a 
window and small door, the latter being 
for the fowls to pass iu and out to the 
runs. Each coop is 10x12 feet and ar- 
ranged for thirteen fowls. Suitable 
nests, water vessels and feed boxes are 
in each, also roosts, the latter arranged 
.so that each day they can ba thoroughly 


leaned. Tho sides and roof of the 
uuilding are covered with heavy paper 
aud when closed, during the coldest 
weather, an almost uniform tempera- 
ture can be kept. The runs aro yards 
12x125 feet, surrounded by wire net- 
ing, each coop having a separate yard. 
As yet the company has no great 


stock oE fowls, only about 400 being on 
;ho place and all of common breed, but 
t is expected that the fancy breeds 
vill be introduced this Summer, and a 
4tart will be made that will utock the 
place.

doors and these by an outer door. A 
tank above the eggs holds thirty gal- 
lons of water when filled to the brim 
and as the water is heated to a proper 
temperature and if a surplus is shown 
by the indicator it is drawn off. Two 
large lamps produce the heat and by 
automatic connection the flame is 
raised or lowered by the rising or 
lowering of the the temperature of the 
water. If the oil in one lamp should 
become exhausted the lowering of the 
temperature will raise the other light 
so that the required heat is kept up. 
The temperature is maintained at 102 
degrees and may vary a degree higher 
or lower. The thermometer indicates 
;he temperature and a hydrometer tbe 
tumidity whioh stands at about 40, this 
being necessary for the hatching pro 
cess. 


TESTIXG THE EGGS. 


About every five days the eggs are 


tested by being passed before a lamp 
with a strong reflector enclosed in a 


box, 
the operator sitting in a dark 


room and the egg being held in front 
of an opening about one and a quarter 
inches in diameter. The operator can 
tail at a glance whether there is life in 
the egg or not. 
IE dead eggs are found 


tbey are removed at once. The tem- 
perature between a live and a dead egg 
varying from three to five degrees, and 
it being absolutely necessary to re- 
move, them for in testing tor heat the 
operator might test a dead egg and 
find it below the required temperature 
would increase the llmnt of the lamps 
and cook or destroy the life in the live 
eggs.

ed accordingly. Too much heat will 
destroy life and should the eggs becamt- 
chilled by the lowering of the temppra- 
ture life is destroyed. Prom Urns to 
time during the period of incubation, 
air is allowed to circul. Je through the 
trays and the little ventilators are reg- 
ulated ut intervals until the chicks be- 
gin to break the shell and then they 
are thrown open to give free circula- 
tion. Shortly after being hatched the 
chicks are removed to the brooders. 


The art of feeding not only the chicks 


bat tbe older fowls is a study. A warm 
maah is given each morning with tepid 
water to drink. Then during the daj 
a boiled dinner of vegetables mixed 
with oats, barley, wheat, bran and mid- 
dlings is fed. Each day in the week 
has a dietary that is prepared as cai e- 
fully as one would have at home, and 
out of as good material. The idea is- 
that good leed makes good meat, eggi- 
and healthy fowls, while fowls that are 
fed on offdll, slops, etc., cannot, in the 
reason of things, be healthy or good for 
food, nor are the eggs good. Mr. Dig- 
num says that an egg from a healthy 
and clean fowl can be detected at 
once from one that feeds on poor food 
and lives in a filthy coop. 


Arrangements are made for the fowls 


in Winter so that they can have light 
and air, but through warm coops the 
product of eggs, while not so great as 
in Summer, will continue and are more 
valuable on account of prices being 
higher. Facilities of the latest style 
for shipping, etc, will be used and a 
new 'feature will be introduced, viz, 
that of stamping each egg with th» date 
in indellible ink on which it was laid, 
so that a purchaser will know its age 
when buying it. The poultry farm 
promises to be a model one and the 
ompany will not spare any pains to 
make it so. Praise is due the company, 
for it is putting in n large amount of 
money to demonstrate practically the 
'easibility of poultry raising in Nevada 
and its experience will be of great 
value to every farmer in the country. 


Mr. Dignum is a pleasant gentleman 


and takes pleasure in explaining what 
it has taken him years to learn at the 
Business.
